Whereas the Principal Allied Powers have selected his 
Britannic Majesty as the Mandatory for Palestine; and 

Whereas the term3 of the Mandate in respect of Palestine

Hereby approves tho terms of the said .andate as follows:- 

AR TIC LE 1. 

Hi 3 Britannic Majesty shall have the right to exercise 
aa. Mandatory all the powers inherent in the Government of a 
sovereign State, savd as they may bo limited by the terms of the 
present l.andate. 

ARTICLE g .

shall be recognised as each agency. It shall take steps in 
consultation v;ith His Pritannic Majesty’s government 46 secure 
the co-operation of all Jews who are willing to assist in the 
establishment of the Jewish national home.

The ii^indatory shall be responsible for seeing that 
no Palestine territory shall be oedcd or leased to, or in any 
way placed under the control of the Government of any foreign 
Power.

T£e Administration of Palestine, while ensuring that 
the rights and position of other sections of the population are 
not prejudiced, shall facilitate Jewish immigration under 
suitable conditions and shall encourage in co-operation with the 
Jewish agency referred to in article 4 close settlement by Jews 
on the land, including SJjnt-e lands and waste land3 not required 
for public purposes.

or to be established therein. It shall introduce a land system 


appropriate to the needs of the country, having regard, among other 


things, to the desirability of promoting the olose settlement and 


intensive cultivation of the land. 


The Administration may arrange with the Jewish agency mentioned 
in Article 4 to construct or operate, upon fair and equitable terms, 
any public works, services and utilities, and to develop any of the 
natural resources of the country, in so far as these matters are not 
directly undertaken by the Administration. Any such arrangements 
shall provide that no profits distributed by such agency, directly 
or indirectly, shall exceed a reasonable rate of interest on the 

capital, and any further profits shall be utilised by it for the

benefit of the country in a manner approved by the Administration. 


ARTICLE 18. 

The Mandatory shall he entrusted with the control of the 
foreign relations of Palestine, and the right to issue exequaturs 
to oonsuls appointed hy foreign Powers. He shall also he entitled 
to afford diplomatic and consular protection to citizens of Palestine 
when out3ide its territorial limits. 

ARTICLE 13. 

All responsibility in oonneoticn with the Holy Places and 
religious buildings or sites in Palestine, including that of 
preserving existing rights, cf securing free access to the Holy 
Places, religious buildings and sites and the free exercise of 
worship, while ensuring the requirements of publio order and 
decorum, is assumed by the Mandatory, who will be responsible solely 
to the League of Nations in all matters oonnected therewith: 
provided that nothing in this Artiole shall prevent the Mandatory 
from entering into suoh arrangement as he may deem reasonable with 

the Administration for the purpose of carrying the provisions of 
this Article into effect: and provided also that nothing in this 
Mandate shall be oonstrued as conferring upon tho Mandatory authority 
to interfere with the fabric or the management of purely Moslem 
sacred shrine^ the immunities of which are guaranteed. 

ARTICLE 14. 

In accordance with Article 95 of the Treaty of Peace with 
Turkey, the Mandatory undortakos to appoint as soon as possible a 
speoial Commission to study and regulate all questions and olaims 
relating to the different religious communities. In the composition 
of this Commission the religious interests oonoerned will be taken 
into aocount. The Chairman of the Commission will be appointed by 
the Council of the League of Nations. It will be the duty of this 
Commission to ensure that certain HoJ.y Places, religious buildings 
or sites, regarded with special veneration by the adherents of one 
particular religion, are entrusted to the permanent control of 
suitable bodies representing the adherents of the religion oonoerned.

The seleotion of the Holy Plaoes, religious buildings or sites 
so to be entrusted shall be made by the Commission, subject to the 
approval of the Mandatory.
